T 10:50, p»ra,, on Fobrisiry I 9 , 1956, 
the fadar control room at Orly Airport, 
noarf»ari8, Faronco, was thick with tho 
smell of Gauloiso cigarettos. Suddenly a 
blip with a difference showod up. It had 
an echo twice as largo as that of the 
largest Icnown aircraft. It did not fit 
into the scheduled traffic pattern for 
Paris, What's more, it bohavod in 0 man- 
^ner quite unliko ahythlng tho operator 
hr’d seen before. Meanwhile, on board a 
DougJ.aB Dakota alrlinor on tho regular 


Paris-London Air France Service, Radio Cporator Benuportius nearly chocked with 
incredulity as ho caught sight of tho object thrugh 0 porthole. It was an enoraous 
round thing, lit here ahd there with a red glow. 

The skippor. Captain Desavoi, saidj- ” For a full JO seconds we watched the 
object without belmg able +0 decide exactly what its shape and oizo wore. But of 
one thing we are cort«ln. It was no civil airliner. For it carried none of tho 
regulation navigation lights, I was then warned by Orly that the object had moved 
to my left side, so I turned towards it. But they called to say it had left me and 
was speeding towards Le Bourget,* 

The odd thing about this particular UFO is that niether Le Bourget or Paris 
Observitory picked it tp on their scopes. Rut on tho Orly ncreenf its fantastic 
Waltz of a radius of 50 kilometers (50 miles) was followed for about four hourol 
Alrae Michel, the distinguished Frencn UFO roseorchor, in his book FLYING SAUCERS 

AND THE STRAIGHT-LINE MYSTERY, relates that on August 51» 195^» witnesses in the 
town of Orly saw "two luminous objects flying side by side, on p»rralell 

courses, cross the sky and dlsapsr. to east. Several minutes later they spotted 
a third object. It traversed tho sfty on exactly the same course. Enquiries at Orly 
radar station revealed that these throe objectsf seen from the ground, had not been 


tracked on the radar scroon. 

Why ia it UFO’s are somotimea soon both from tho ground and the air, as well 
as being tracked on radar screens, and on other ocoaalone aresoen from the ground, 
but no blips occur on radar screens in the vicinity? There are many well-euthenti- 
-cated cases of this strange charectoristlc of the saucers, an apparently ability 
to decide whether they wish to be seen on radarm and 9 indeed, to limit the number 
of radar screens on which they wish to appear I Secondly, they apparently are able 
to decide whether or not to appear on radar at all. Thirdly, they seem to bo able 
to restrict themselves to be seen only on rada r screens , without being sighted 
from the air or the ground ’, 

An excellent example of this third category was the wierd pattern of "blips" 
that appeared „n inland radar screens in Britain towards tho end of 1954. The 
London #3unday IT ispatch* for November 17of that year had tho sensational head- 
-lineon it a front page STRANGE LIGHTS IN SKY BAFFIE WAR OFFICE. Six times in the 
previous few woeka a strange pateim of blips V@d appeared on inland radar screens, 
and niether the war office, which controls inland radar in Britain, or the Ajr Min¬ 
istry could venture to say what they were, (continued on tho next page,.pg ..L

T ^0 'blips* usually appeared about rnld-day from nowhere, flying at about 12,000 
feet in an easy east-to-weet direction. They would first appear in a "U** or baiy- 
shaped hairpin formation. After a time, they converged into paralelllinos and than 
formed into "Z” formation, before disapering. 

The objects were inrislhle to •fte htnc^n oyo • But on the radar screen their 
"blips" represented between 40 and 50 echoes, Thdy covofed a wide area in the sky. 

A War Office spokesman said they always followed the same pattern. He said they had 
checked and found their sets were not faulty. All the sets in the area had picked 
the obj} cts t^. There are many subjects such asMet. Baloons, experimental aircraft, 
carrier pigeons with bands on their legs, and eventoy kites which could form an 
image on a radar scroen, Howovor, ttained radar q^arators know all about all those 
things, and none of them causes such slrailler pateoms as produced on six different 
days by the blips in question. It would seem that for several weeks during the last 
part of 1954 , a fleet of 40 to 50 UFO were operating over Britain...Invisible to 
human eyes I 

There is much to bo gained by a close study of radar sightings. They seem to 
indicate that the saucers can take theraselvj s Invisible at will (EDITORS NOTES* Not 
long ago I offerrod a vibrational theroy, Whcaa a top spine fast enough it is Invis- 
-Ible to human senses. If the saucers spun, they could become invisible at will aid 
have a gravity possibly more like their home planets than earth's duo to centrofug- 
gical fource and proossure) and, furthermore, as in the case of the mid-day "U" 
blips, to show fcntellegont and purposeful action.

Two ffeint, cloud-llks objects have been seen circling the earth at a moon's 
distance away, according to a polish astronomer, who reporta having photographed 
them four times on two different occasions, ^he find, if confirmed by other ast¬ 
ronomers, would mean the discovery of the first natuiral sattelites of the earth 
since the moon. Two American astrcnomers, who were appraised of the report of a 
Dr. K. Kordylewekl of Cracow Obeervetory called the discovery "very interesting.” 
allthungh one pointed out that the new moons probably wouE not make the reccri 
books because they were too insignificant as far as such celestial bodies go^ 

Ve-y few details of the find, as report.ed in a circular of the International Asb- 
-tronjmical Union, were aveiliable, according to a note about it in the July n'io)- 
ber of Sky end Telescope. From the information that was disclosed, however, it 
appears that the two objects are almost certainly not solid bodies but swarms of 
metecri’j material caught in a "pocket” of low grs vetationa 1 field strength , acc- 
-cordjng to Dr, Kenneth L. Franklin of the American muneam«- Hayden P lanetartum. 
The jsrckot in which the material is trapped is sixty degress (60^) ahead of the 
moon and a quarter of a million miles away.
